After last year’s graduation with 
two of the squad’s stars placing 
third in the nationals, along with 
Aaron Fuller, who took second in 
Boy’s Extempore, Serafin sixth in 
girls, and the two tied for eighth in 
the nation in debate, thus, the squad 
found itself lacking in competitive 


In none of the tournaments in which they participated, with the exception of State, where in the 
previous year, Sweetwater had taken the championship, did they place less than third in sweepstakes. 

For the twelfth consecutive year, Sweetwater qualified contestants for the State finals at Santa 
Barbara. They were the debate team of Linda Murphey-Candy Ferkovich, Candy and Eddy Camblin in 
Impromptu, Judy Peterson and Johnny Hlawatsch in Extempore, Yvonne Ellen in Dramatic Interpreta¬ 
tion, and Don Peio in Oratorical Interpretation. 

Another outstanding feature was that for another year, the squad won over 100 awards, 104 to 
be exact. Also, Candy won the speaker’s award while on the United Nation’s Pilgrimage for the Odd¬ 
fellows and Rebekah lodges. At the Riverside-Ramona invitational in which over 74 debate teams par¬ 
ticipated, Su-hi placed third. And, of course, at the N.F.L. District Tournament, Su-hi placed a close 
third behind Ramona and Grossmont.

Definite honors were won in club contests. The 
Toastmaster’s District 5 Extemporaneous Contest 
finals saw Candy Ferkovich take second place, while 
Linda Murphey won the District's American Legion 
Oratorical Contest; and Lois Wallace was selected 
as alternate in the U.N. Pilgrimage. 

Programs were presented to civic clubs and 
other groups before which Sweetwater was par¬ 
ticularly invited because of its speech reputation; 
and once again, students announced the Maytime 
Band Review, as well as speaking on behalf of the 
library. 

It was a season in which the squad saw its 
members miss first places by the smallest of mar¬ 
gins, and the squad first place sweepstakes by only 
a few points. Unlike the past year, awards
